ACCUSED OF INSULT 
TO MUSSOLINI 


John Adams ‘Abbott of Bos- 
ton Denies the Charge, 
but Must Stay in Jail 
Until Tried. 


By .the Associated Press. 
ROME, April 28.—A descendant 


of two Presidents of the United 
States is in jail here, and it is pos- 
sible he may have to remain there 
for ten days, until he is called to 
trial. He is John Adams Abbott 


of Boston, Mass. His forebears 
were Presidents John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams. 

Abbott is accused of beating Sal- 
vatore Astrologo, a Roman guide, 
who came to his hotel and invited 
him out for a fight after a dispute 
about precedence in entering the 
Vatican Garden. Abbott accepted 
the invitation with such avidity 
that Astrologo was taken to a hos- 
pital suffering from a fractured 
jaw and a discolored eye. 

Abbott is on a tour of Italy with 
his mother, Mrs. Grafton St. Loe. 
He readily admits that he polished 
off the guide with his fists. 

Denies Slur to Mussolini. 

He denies, however, a more seri- 
ous charge placed against him by 
the defeated man. This is, in ef- 
fect, that he made derogatory re- 
marks against Premier Mussolini. 
Conviction for such remarks, under 
a recent legislative enactment, 
call for imprisonment. 

Thus far the United States Em- 
bassy and Consulate have been un- 
able to obtain the release of Abbott 
from the Regina Coeli prison. It 
is though there will be some diffi- 
culty in doing this. 

The trouble between Abbott and 
Astrologo began when Astrologo, 
acting as a guide (for tourists, 
pushed in ahead of Abbott at the 
ticket window to the Vatican Gar- 
den. Hot words were exchanged. 
Astrologo declared that he was a 
Fascist Italian and as good as any 
American. 
hotel address which was given to 
him by the American. 

Galls Abbott Outside. 

Monday night Astrologo, accom- 
panied by several other men, went 
to the hotel and invited Abbott ont. 
They went to the sidewalk for the 
fray. It was a savage battle. Wher 
it was over an ambulance was 
called to convey the thoroughly 
beaten <Astrologo to the hospital. 
Carabineers came up and to them 
the vanquished Italian made the 
accusation that Abbott had uttered 
insulting remarks about Mussolini. 
Despite his'denial and protest that 
the vuide had invented the charge 
in order to avenge himself Abbott 
was taken to jail. 

The Italian judicial authorities 
informed the United States consul- 
ate this morning that Abbott ‘must 
remain in jail until his formal in- 
terrogation tomorrow or Friday. 
They promises to. tacilitate this 
formality as much as possible. Aft- 
erward the question of granting 
him provisional iwberty will be dis- 


cussed. ‘

MEXICO CITY, April 28.—Dis- 
patches from Zitacuaro say that 
Capt. Benjamin Ruiz of the Mexi- 
can army, and one civilian were 
killed and several civilians wound- 
ed in a clash between the people 
of the town and the milftary over 
the religious situation.

Resigns From House of 


Representatives. to Let 
Successor Be Chosen at 
Regular Election. 


PLATFORM A BID 
FOR REED’S SUPPORT 


Says He Still Stands for 
International Justice, but 
Explains Conditions Have 
Changed.

Announcement by Representa- 
tive Harry B. Elawes yesterday in 
Washington of his resignation from 
Congress, with a brief statement of 
his views on a few of the major 
matterg .of. public concern, defi- 
nitely placed Hawes’ candidacy for 
the Democratic nomination for the 


United States Senate before the 
voters of Missouri. 
Hawes’ resignation, he _ stated, 


was to enabie Gov. Baker to issue 
a call for an election in the Elev- 
enth Congressional District at the 
next general election, to avoid a 


special election. 
Chief among the statement of 


views expressed was opposition to 
the World Court because of 
“changed conditions in Europe.” 
Hawes voted in Copgress for a 
resolution supporting adherence to 
the Court by the United States. 
The ‘formal announcement of 
Hawes’ candidacy came somewhat 
earlier than had been’ expected, 


and followed closely on a visit he 
made to Missouri a week ago, dur- 
ing which he visited Kansas City 
and Jefferson City and conferred 
with Democratic party leaders. 
May Win Reed’s Support. 
Hawes’ opposition to the World 
Court, which is qa switch from hit 
former position, may have the ef- 


his support in the primary and 
general election campaign, ane 
avoiding silence by Reed in the 
primary and possible opposition by 
Reed in the general election. 

With his views expressed on this 
question, Hawes is reasonably cer- 
tain to have secured the support 
of the Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City, the most powerful pe- 
litical group in the State. It is a 
Reed organization and could not 
have been counted upon by Hawes 
for much support if there was a 
conflict between Hawes’ position 
and Reed’s views. 

In discussing the World Court, 
Hawes said: 

“The Senate recently voted to ad- 
here to the statute of the World 
Court, making reservations of so 
drastic a character that, were they 
accepted by the 48 rations now ad- 
hering to the court, the United 
States would have substantially re- 
modeled the Court so far as it af- 
fects this country and have left the 
door open for its own retirement, 
even from its restricting adherence, 
upon its own motion. It,is doubt- 
ful that they will be accepted. 

Conditions Have Changed. 

“Showing how rapidly events 
move and how quickly political 
conditions change, shortly after 
the Senate voted to adhere to the 
court and adopted these drastic 
reservations, complications arose 
in Burope, all tending to alarm and 
cause distrust among the Amer- 
ican people. All that was hailed 
at Locarno as the dawn' of a new 
era in international relationship 
was undone at Geneva. 

“The European nations at Lo- 
carno had led the world to believe 
that they would secure that treat- 
ment of Germany within the league 
which was justified by her position 
as a great power even though van- 
quished. But the European na- 
tions disclosed sat Geneva that the 
Locarno treaties, instead of fos- 
tering the harmony of Europe, 


were only the premises qn which | 


the League of Nations was to be 
made the means of recreating the 
balance of power controversies 
that have been the bane of Euro- 
pean politics. 

“Furthermore, the action of our 
own Senate in adhering to. the 
court on fundamental. conditions 
to be accepted by the other na- 
tiohs was made the basis of an 
attempt by the League of Nations 
secretariat to assume management 
of negotiations respecting our con- 
ditions. of adherence with the 
member nations of the World 
Court. a 

To Keep Out of Europe’s Rows. 

“This procedure disclosed imme- 
diately that there was an assump- 
tion abroad that our conditional 
adherence to the World Court was 
a substantial submission tn part to 
the functions of the League.” ,

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Egypt Apathetic, Rockefeller 
Withdraws Gift of Museum 


Donor Takes Action After Waiting Four 
Weeks for Acknowledgment of Offer of 
$10,000,000 Institution for Cairo.

NEW YORK, April 28.—The of- 
fer recently made by John D, 
Rockefeller Jr. to King Fuad of the 
Egyptian Government of a $19,- 
000,000 museum and afcheological 
institute in Cairo was withdrawn 
by the trustees today. 

A cablegram was sent to Ahmed 
Ziwar Pasha, Egyptian Prime Min- 
ister, announcing the withdrawal 
and explaining the reasons for this 
action. 

It was recalled that when the of- 
fer was made carly this year cer- 
tain objections were raised by the 
Egyptian Government and to meet 
these the plan was modified and re- 
offered a month ago by Dr. James 
Breasted of the University of Chi- 
cago, who acted as Rockefeller’s 
representative in the negotiations. 

Prof. Breasted left Egypt on 
April 8 without having received 
any word from the Government 
that the new plan had met with 
approval. In view of the fact that 


no reply to the offer had been re- 
ceived up to the present time, the 
cablegram stated, the trustees con- 
cluded to withdraw the offer and 
“thereby relieve the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment from any further embar- 
rassment.” \ 

If the offer had been accepted it 
was Rockefeller’s plan to erect in 
Cairo the greatest museum of its 
kind in the world which, besides 
housing collections ‘of Egyptian 
antiquities, would include a build- 
ing for scientific research. On his 
return to this country early this

month Prof. Breasted spoke of the 
proposed miseum as a “temple of 
the unfolding life of man.” 
Rockefeller offered to donate 
$10,000,000 toward the project 
which would have been built and 
maintained by this fund and with 
the co-operation of the Egyptian 
Government. Precisely what the 


terms of the offer were to which th 
Egyptian Government took exce 
tion have never been made public.

A jury at Clayton, after 18 min- 
utes of deliberation last night, de- 
cided that Robert Johnson, Negro 
ex-convict, must hang for a crim- 
inal assault on Mrs. Mabel Faen- 
ger, at her home near Webster 
Groves, March 9. 

The Negro, on the’ witness 
stand, admitted thay he slugged 
Mrs. Faenger with a railroad 


coupling pin, inflicting three skull 
fractures, after she had prepared 
him a breakfast, but denied the 
specific charge. His attorneys. 
George Heege and William 
Hester, appointed by Judge Wur- 
deman for the defense, will seek 
a new trial and, if this is refused. 
as is expected, they will appeal. 
The last hanging in Clayton was 
in 1915 when William Sprouse was 
executed for the murder of his 
wife. ; 

Mrs, Faenger Tells of Attack. 
Mrs. Faenger testified, weeping, 
with her head swathed in band- 
ages. She again told how the 
Negro came to her door, asking for 
work and begging for food. She 
jJeft him at the door while she 
prepared a breakfast of egg sand- 
wiches and coffee, and whgn she 
ofened the door again he pushed 
her inside, striking with the coup- 
ling pin, ‘wrapped in a newspaper. 
She said she did not lose con- 
sciousness at any time during the 
attack or while the Negro was 
ransacking the house. X-ray pho- 
tographs showing the extent of tne 
skull fracture were shown the jury. 
At one point defense counsel ar- 
gued that Mrs. Faenger’s tcurs 
would prejudice the jury, but tne 
objection was overruled. 

Johnson testified tnat he went to 
Webster Groves with the intent to 
rob homes. He found the coupling 
pin on a railroad right-of-way and 
wrapped it in newspaper, proposing 
to use it to force an entrance wiler- 
ever necessary. He admitted slug- 
ging Mrs. Faenger and ransacking 
the home. 

Chief of Police McDonnell of 
Webster Groves told of Johnson’s 
arrest and subsequent confession. 
He admitted that he advised th> 
Negro to confess and “get it over 
with’’ because ef the danger of 
mob violence 


Husband {waits for Verdict. 


The courtroom was crowded dur- 
ing the day. Mrs. Faenger was 
taken home after testimony ended, 
but her husband, Frank, was wait- 
ing when the verdict was returned. 
He is a driver for the Union Fuel 
and Ice Co. They have one child. 
a 6-year-old daughter, who was 
at school the morning ofMarch 9. 

Johnson has been imprisoned 
several times.. He served a 12-year 
term for manslaughter in the Penn- 
sylvania reformatory, and in 1923 


prison for burglary at Webster 
Groves. He was released last June, 
but was soon in the St. Louis work- 
house where he escaped last fall. 
He went to Kansas at that time, 
but returned to St. Louis early in 
March. Chief McDonnell, who knew 
him from the burglary case, rec- 
ognized him from descriptions fur- 
nished after the attack on Mrs. 
Faenger.

Erastus H. Warner, Once Head 
of Lumber Exchange Here, 
Moved to Maine in 1909. 


t 

Erastus H. Warner, a pioneer of 
St. Louis and of the West, died 
yesterday in Waterville, Me., of 
the infirmities of age. He was 93 
years old. 

Mr. Warner, founder of the War- 
ner @umber Co., now the Gram- 
Warner Lumber Co., First and 
Warren streets, rode into St. Louis 
‘on horseback in 1855, and depart- 
ed in a covered wagon for the 
West. Arriving at Omaha, he 
hauled by ox-team the first rails 
that went into the Union Pacific 
railroad. Later, moving westward, 
he helped build the first three 
‘cabins that rose on the site of the 
modern Denver. ot 

Crossed Plains 14 Times. 

Mr. Warner was one of the first 
100 settlers in Nebraska and 
crossed the Great Plains 14 times 
in perilous days. His first inter- 
est in the lumber business was as 
owner of the first sawmill set up 
in Nebraska. ; 

He returned to St. Louis in 1874 
and was a resident here, becoming 
at one time president of the St. 
Lotis Lumber Exchange, until 
1909, when he retired to live at 
Waterville. 

At a banquet tendered Mr. 
Warner, at the time of his retire- 
ment, by the Lumber Exchange, he 
told of his early life in St. Louis 
and on the plains of the West. 
Recitings these events he said he 
was born in Western New York, 
March 2, 1833 and told of his ar- 
rival in St. Louis- on horseback 
after going as far as Alton on the 
Chicago and Alton Railway. 

Skirmishes With Indians. 

Mr. Warner told of skirmishes 
with the Indians and of fhe dan- 
gers of railway surveying across 
the Western plains in the 60s and 
'T0s. Concluding his remarks, aft- 
er telling of -~his return to _ S&St. 
Louis in 1874, he said: “It was not 
a freighter to 
awake in the morning with his 
blanket covered with a foot and 
a half of snow. We learned _ to 
love the open and know that it 
was good for us. Also it was there 
I learned the native value of hon- 
esty and fair dealing. Sharp deal-, 
ing brought terrible death to more 
than one man on the frontier.”
